A Passing Heralds Memories 


There was a strange feeling 
about picking up a first copy of 
the new Boston Herald Traveler 
and Record American at the An- 
dover Spa last Monday morning. 

It_ was like meeting an old 
friend with an addiction for blue 
serge suits and white shirts, 
who had suddenly appeared in 
double knit slacks and a turtle- 
necked pullover, It will take some 
getting used to. 

Two years have passed since 
I last closed the door of my 
cubby hole office in the Herald 
Traveler building as resident 
New England correspondent of 
The New York Times. And it 
will be 45 years next fall that 
I first was assigned a desk in 
the grubby little city room of 
the old Boston Herald, as a cub 
reporter, ‘ 

So there was a bit of saving 
grace to the new production to 
see the by-line of George E, 
Minot (the initial was missing), 
my managing editor for many of 
the 20 years I was with The 
Herald. He is still writing 
Republican - flavored political 
pieces, in his mid-seventies, be- 
cause the G.O.P. newspapering 
Yankee philosophizing have al- 
ways been father, son and holy 
ghost to him. And they will be to 
the end, 

The whole era of The Herald 
Traveler’s downhill slide, it 
seemed to me, was summedupon 
the last day. Sunday’s final edi- 
tion under the old management 
ran not a line about the end, 
save for two full page advertise- 
ments, one placed by the new 
group and the other by two tele- 
vision news men. 

Harold E, Clancy’svaledictory 
as publisher of the moribund 
Herald Traveler was carried on 


television, the medium that 
brought about the downfall of 
Boston’s last Establishment 
newspaper. 


The word Establishment, in 
this context, means no disparage- 
ment of the new paper, nor of 
The Boston Globe, the lone sur- 
vivor of the old school of city 
dailies.

Taking advantage of an invita- 
tion to reminisce for The 
TOWNSMAN, and hoping to avoid 
reading like relic of the good old 
days, if any, I recall the after- 
noon I walked timidly into the 
office of Robert LincolnO’Brien, - 
editor of The Herald, with a 
letter of introduction from Henry 
F, Long, Tax Commissioner of 
Massachusetts. 

After a short while Mr. 
O’Brien said, ‘‘young man, most 
young fellows who come in here 
looking for a job wear belts, and 
a couple of inches of shirt show 
beneath their vests, and it looks 
like the devil; I notice it doesn’t 
with you.” 

‘No, sir,’ I replied, putting 
a thumb in my vest’s arm hole, 
‘*I wear suspenders,’’ 

The following Monday, I went 
to work for The Herald at $25 
a week. Save for a brief hiatus 
of four months at the American, 
in 1929, I spent the next 20 years 
on The Herald staff, before being 
offered The Times bureau in 
1947, 

Thomas Carens, the State 
House reporter; Philip Hale, 
the drama critic, and F, Lauris- 
ton Bullard, a pompous Pulitzer 
prize winning editorial writer, 
were men of stature on that 
staff. Bill Mullins, then a golf 
writer, and Burt Whitman, a 
Scholarly baseball writer, were 
giants in the sports department, 
as was Stanley Woodward, later 
a Herald-Tribune sports writer 
in New York. 

John Griffin, who later went to 
The Post where he became editor, 
was the star reporter. Charlie 
Drury, who knew every police 
chief and sheriff from Boston to 
the Canadian border, was day 
city editor. 

~ Once during my first year, 


I had a bout with the flu. When: 


my mother called to tell Charlie 
I wouldn’t be in, I told her to 
ask Charlie if he thought they 
could do without me, 

Charlie replied, ‘You tell 
John we got out a paper the day 
before he came and we’ll get one 
out the day after he leaves.” 

And they did. 

One of my first out of town 
assignments was to go to 
Northampton, by train, to inter- 
view Calvin Coolidge, who was 
coming home after a national 
tour at the end of his term as 
President. 

Naively, I called up the Post 
to see if John Griffin might be 
going to make the trip, too; 
thinkixg we might go up on the 
trair. together. Griffin was on his 
day off, but the Post quickly sent 
& man up to catch Mr, Coolidge 
as soon as he arrived in Spring- 
field, 

The former President had little 
to say, as usual. But with some 
of the luck that always followed 
me, I was able to talk to him 
alone the next day -- through

the front screen door. He haq 
always been partial to The 
Herald. But the interview iq 
not become a Coolidge state 
paper. 

Later, besides a stint of reag- 
ing radio news bulletins from 
a tiny booth off the city room 
twice nightly, I was given an 
aviation column to write weekly 
for a stipend of $5 extra, 

When Herbert Hoover was in- 
augurated President in 1999, | 
was sent to New York to board a 
plane, equipped witha dark room, 
which was carrying news syndi- 
cate pictures from Washington, 
under a contract with The Herald, 
New York was to bea refueling 
stop. Wire photos were in their 
infancy. 

But rain and fog forced the 
plane to remain on the ground 
after it reached the Newark air- 
port. In what was considered rare 
enterprise in those days, Robert 
Choate arranged with the New 
Haven Railroad for a special, 
two-car train. After a hectic 
taxi ride from Newark to Grand 
Central Station and some tele- 
phone calls, I boarded the train, 
which made the Boston run in 
four hours and 33 minutes. And 
The Herald had fresh pictures 
in the second edition. 

Salad day __ restlessness 
prompted me to apply for copy 
desk work in 1930, and I wound 
up in the sports department, 
dodging win-and-lose cliches for 
the next 12 years. 

But a lucky interview with 
Babe Ruth at Peter Bent Brigham 
Hospital, gave me a break from 
the drudgery of the desk, in1932. 
The home run king had twisted 


“a leg on the old left field banking 


at Fenway Park, an area known 
as Duffy’s Cliff. After that, | 
covered some baseball, including 
the first western trip with the 
Red Sox in 1933, the year they 
were bought by Tom Yawkey. 

World War II brought changes, 
among which was a. chance to 
return to the news room. Bill 
Mullins, by then, had become 
the best known political writer in 
New England. Young John 
O’Connor was catching on as a 
protege, and Arthur Stratton’s 
by-line was appearing daily over 
major stories. 

With another of my strokes of 
luck, I happened to be shuttling 
between the rewrite battery and 
the city desk when The New York 
Times opened a New England 
bureau in the Herald building, 
in late 1945. Bill Blair, the 
correspondent, picked me as his 
stringer or part time sub, on 
his days off and out of town 
trips. And, in 1947, I made the 
complete shift, when Bill went 
on to the middle west and 
eventually to the Washington 
bureau. 

But that is another story. 

It all came back to mind last 
Monday.

Leave The 
Birds Alone 


Few persons cause more havoc 
to wildlife than the Great Ameri- 
can Bird Rescuer. 

The fact that he is a well- 


intentioned person motivated by 
compassion does not alter the 
results, Because the average bird 
which he or she ‘‘rescues’’ did 
not need rescuing. Worse yet, 
having been rescued the bird 
has almost no chance of ever 
becoming a normal, healthy bird. 
In fact, with the best of care 
about nine out of ten of the 
rescued birds die within a day 
or two. It’s the luckier ones 
that die. 

At this season there are tens 
of thousands of young birds em- 
barking on life free from the nest. 
It is in the period of a day or 
two after leaving the nest that 
young birds face the greatest 
hazard from human rescuers. 

For the first couple weeks 
after leaving the nest, young 
birds depend upon their parents 
for food. At this stage their wings 
are poorly feathered and they 
lack sufficient tail feathers to 
stabilize flight. Most of them 
spend the period in bushes, wait- 
ing for the parents to return with 
food. Invariably, some young 
birds leave the bushes temporar- 
ily and find themselves ona lawn, 
It is at that stage someone res- 
cues them, 

The wisest course in helping 
such a young bird would be to 
pick it up and put it into the 
nearest hedgerow or shrub bor- 
der. Place it in a safe spot near 
where it was found. The parents 
will expect it in that general 
area. The young bird probably 
will hop out of the shrub a time 
or two. Young birds are not im- 
pressed by human wisdom. 

If the bird persists in returning 
to the lawn, all one can do is try 
to see that a cat or dog does 
not get it. 

Should one make the mistake 
of taking the bird into the house, 
the parents assume that it has 
disappeared. This reduces an 
utherwise cared-for bird into an 
orphan. From then on it is up 
to the human to feed the young 
bird once an hour through the 
day. They can be fed canned dog 
food, thin strips of liver or kid- 
ney. You must feed a young bird 


as its parents would. Take eye- 
brow tweezers, pick up the food 
and place it far back in the 
throat. The young bird cannot 
swallow food unless it reaches 
the throat muscles which do the 
swallowing. 

With a lot of luck, a humancan 
keep a bird alive for months, Un- 
fortunately, a human cannot 
develop a bundle of bones, flesh 
and feathers into a bird, Only 
birds seem successful in doing 
that. If a bird ever develops 
into a creature capable of coping 
on its own in the wild, its suc- 
cess seems closely associated 
with the way in which the parents 
reared it. 

So, the end result of a ‘‘res- 
cued” bird is _ tragedy. It 
never fits into the niche in life 
reserved for wild birds. And, 
thus it never becomes an inde- 
pendent creature capable of con- 


tinuing its own kind, -

GYPSY MOTHS 


Could the composition of New 
England forests be responsible 
for gypsy moth outbreaks? 


Two scientists who recently 
completed a study of the north- 
east woodlands suspect that in 
part the abnormally highnumbers 
of oak trees in southern New 
England encourage gypsy moth 
epidemics. 


The study emerges almost 
simultaneously with the expected 
emergence this late May of gypsy 
moth caterpillars in Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut and Rhode Is- 
land. The caterpillar stafe of 
the gypsy moth creates havoc 
among tree leaves. The adult 
moths are harmless, except for 
their potential in creating 
another generation. 


Roland C, Clement, staff bi- 
Ologist for the National Audubon 
Society, and Dr. Ian C, T, Nis- 
bet, associate director of re- 
search for the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society, made the study.

Schools are closed for the 
summer, giving thousands of 
youngsters many extra hours to 
play outdoors. 

They’ll be turning up - on 
bikes, skates or their ownnimble 
feet - at times and in places 
motorists haven’t been used to 
encountering them over the past 
months, 

And their new freedom may 
prompt them to be even a bit 
more reckless than children are 
apt to he. 

That’s why the Automobile Club 
of Merrimack Valley is again 
urging area motorists tobe extra 
alert when they drive, especially 
during the lunch hours and at 
dusk, 

The places where children are 
most likely to appear unexpected- 


ly fall into three categories - 
recreational areas (playgrounds, 
swimming pools, tennis courts, 
etc.), urban residential areas, 
and suburban residential areas. 

Youngsters, though, are vola- 
tile and unpredictable creatures, 
so the best policy for motorists 
is to exercise that extra measure 
of caution whenever and wherever 
they drive. 


Consumption of gasoline in 
Massachusetts increased 3,4 
percent in 1971 compared to the 
previous year, according to Don- 
ald R. Schroeder, Chairman of 
the Massachusetts Petroleum 
Council. 

Schroeder noted that gasoline 
consumption was up 4.7 percent 
nationwide last year. 

Total gasoline consumption for 
both highway and nonhighway uses 
in Massachusetts in 1971 
amounted to 2,167,646,000 gal- 
lons, the Phillips Petroleum 
Company executive reported. 

By comparison, he pointed out 
that the state’s gasoline con- 
sumption in 1970 amounted to 
2,095, 440,000 gallons. 


An aphid is a minute, deli- 
cate insect that removes juices 
from trees and practically all 
kinds of plants. Certain species 
are responsible for the spread 
of various plant viruses. Aphid 
populations can increase rapidly. 
Many have 13 or more genera- 
tions a year. 

But nature takes care of this. 
And one of the controls, is the 
lacewing fly, one of the loveliest 
in the insect kingdom. 

At summer twilight a lacewing 
fly flits across the garden. Its 
lacelike silvery wings are irides- 
cent, its eyes like golden jewels. 
It settles on a leaf, ejects a drop 
of fluid and draws this up into a 
thread almost too fine for the 
eye to see. As the thread hard- 
ens the fly lays an egg on the 
top, then goes about its business. 

Seven days later out of that 
egg creeps a little stranger. It 
crawls down the thread onto the 
leaf. It’s called an aphis-lion, 
and is a grayish brown creature 
with curved jaws that extend be- 
yond the head. 

It encounters its first aphid, 
It grips it, wrestles it, then 
removes the body fluids, The 
aphis-lion has an insatiable appe- 
tite and looks around for more 
aphids, By the time it is 10 
days old it may feed on as many 
as 30 aphids an hour, and at 12 
days it can destroy an aphid a 
minute, 

The full grown larva pulls 
itself into a ball at the end of a 
leaf, wraps itself in silk,

basket’? and put them back into 
the educational mainstream, 

Nancy Brown, a director of 
the Massachusetts Association 
for Children with Learning Dis- 
abilities, estimates that as many 
as 20 percent of the state’s 
pupils may be handicapped by 
inability to recognize, say, a 
yellow chalk on a green black- 
board, or to sit still because 
of a neurological problem. 

The bill, says Mrs. Brown, 
‘twill increase towns’ interest 
in the handicapped rather than 
letting them brush them off -- 
and will provide 100 percent 
state reimbursement.’’ 

Now, cities and towns are ex- 
pected to provide educational 
services ‘‘based on a child’s 
individual needs’’ but have to pay 
the costs out of their own pockets. 

So, says Mrs. Wand, children 
with speech, hearing and sight 
problems may all be lumped 
together into one special class 
which -- instead of training them 
to get back into their home 
rooms -- simply shunts them 
out of the way. 

The proposed legislation has 
been carved out of a number of 
proposals, ~ including those of 
Governor Francis Sargent and 
House Speaker David Bartley. 
It aims to equalize the spending 
burdens while increasing 
services to pupils withproblems. 

Current laws favor wealthier 
school districts. Most com- 


—___"____} munities eventually get back 50_ 
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calmed by shots; 


percent of whatever they spend on 
special education: the more they 
can afford, the more the state 
helps out, 

Under the proposed legislation, 
all cities and towns will get 100 
percent of what they spend edu- 
cating handicapped children 
above their average per pupil 
expenditures. 


Mrs. Wand hopes this will end ° 


what she calls ‘‘haphazard’’ 
treatment under which children 
either don’t get individualized 
help or are needlessly sent away 
to state-funded institutions. 

The bill would require that 

chiidven be screened by a group 
of specialists -- psychiatrists, 
psychologists and physicians -- 
to determine just what their prob- 
lem is. Then, an individual pro- 
gram will be tailored to meet a 
student’s exact needs. 
Backers of the legislation are 
optimistic about its chances of 
Senate passage. Law-makers 
inclined against it don’t oppose 
its provisions but are leery about 
adding further to the state’s 
financial burdens. 

But educators and_ social 
workers insist that the measure 
might open up new vistas in help- 
ing youngsters get the most out 
of school. The secondgrader who 
simply can’t sit still might be 
the fourth 
grader who simple can’t add just 
might have a sight problem which 
makes him see numbers back- 
ward. 

‘‘We estimate that one-fifth 
of children have significant 
learning handicaps,” says Mrs. 
Brown. ‘‘This bill would help 
three to 13 percent of them. It 
would make _ schools interest 
themselves inthe handicapped in- 
stead of blocking them out.”’

CLUES IN THE BASEMENT 


When inspecting an older 
home for sale, you don’t have 
to be an expert to discover 
symptoms of construction 
problems if you know what to 
look for. The basement is a 
good place to uncover such 
clues. 

Water seepage can be 
costly. Look for signs of 
moisture, Search for damp- 
ness in corners and water 
stains along walls or cabi- 
nets, ; 

Water pipes in houses built 
before WW II are likely to be 
made of iron or steel which 
tend to corrode over long 
years of use. Copper piping 
is usually found in newer 
houses. If you see a length 
of copper between segments 
of iron or steel, there have 
been plumbing problems. 

Before you go upstairs, 
check the water heater’s age, 
condition and capacity. Now- 


adays, a water heater of less 
than 40 gallons capacity is 
usually too small for a family 
of four or more. Check for 
rust or small leaks at the 
bottom of the tank.

Glenn Cooper, a 32 year-old 
economist and resident of Lowell 
has become the ninth candidate 
in the fifth district’s Democratic 
congressional primary election.

A Test For 


‘Heart 


Muscle 


If you’re 45-years-old and can 
pedal a bicycle with enough 
energy to light a 150-watt bulb 
at a low heart rate, then chances 


‘are your heart muscle is in good 


shape. 

The exercise test has become 
an important tool for the cardi- 
Ologist in diagnosing heart 
disease. One siniple way he can 
test heart function is to prescribe 
a specific exercise and then 
ayy sean the heart’s response 
o it, 

Exercise produces demands by 
the muscles for a great deal of 
oxygen which must be supplied 
by the boood stream. This extra 
oxygen demand means extra blood 
flow. Extra blood flow, in turn, 
means extra pumping action of 
the heart which leads to a great- 
er number of heart beats per 
minute, This chain of events is 
the mechanism by whichthe heart 
rate (measured in beais per min- 
ute) responds to the level of 


exercise. 

Heart research has discovered 
that measuring the relationship 
between the heart rate and the 
amount of exercise is animport- 
arit test of cardiac function. The 
usual method of performing this 
test is to have the subject pedal 
a special bicycle whichis capable 
of measuring exercise (such a 
bieycle costs about $350). The 
heart rate is counted before and 
during exercise by the number of 
pulses per minute at the wrist. 


The test is performed at sever- 
al levels of difficulty. First the 
subject pedals with enough power 
to light a 50-watt bulb and the 
heart rate is counted. He then 
pedals harder, enough to light 
a 100-watt bulb, and again the 


heart rate is recorded. And so’ 


on at higher levels of exercise 
until his heart rate reaches some 
upper limit. 

The limit of heart rate which 
should be reached varies from 
individual to individual, but one 
estimate in healthy subjects is 
calculated by subtracting the sub- 
ject’s age from 195. Thus a 45- 
year-old subject would be ex- 
pected to keep pedaling until 
he reached a- heart rate of 195- 
45 equals 150. The number of 
watts which he generates at this 
heart rate is the measure of his 
heart function. 

Many exercise programs, such 
as those in the YMCAs, have this 
bicycle test available. Swim- 
mers, joggers and cyclists may 
make the test even simpler. They 
perform a specific and reproduc- 
ible exercise, such as swimming 
five laps, jogging one mile, or 
bicycling up a certain hill. The 
heart rate at the end of this 
exercise is measured. As the 
subjects become more physical- 
ly conditioned, they find they can 
do the same exercise at a lower 
heart rate. Doing the same 
amount of exercise at a lower 
heart rate is a sign of improved 
heart function. 

Cardiologists may use exer- 
cise as a test for the presence 
of heart disease. Simple exer- 
cises such as stair climbing may 
be used. An electrocardiogram 
taken before, during and after 
exercise can diagnose some types 
of heart disease as reliably as 
the most elaborate tests of cardi- 
ac catheterization. Such a test 
can also indicate that the heart 
is healthy when disease was mis- 
takenly suspected. 

Exercise has therefore become 
an important test to those inter- 
ested in exercise as a recrea- 
tion and to cardiologists inter- 
ested in the diagnosis of heart 
disease. It 
available to everyone also who 
merely is wondering ‘how his 
heart is doing.’’

Arbitrators Settle 
West School Case 


The town must pay $8,143.96 
of a requested $74,000 for com- 
pletion of the West elementary 
school, according to a decision 
reached following arbitration 
sessions in Boston. 

The general contractor had 
submitted a bill to the town, 
along with subcontractors of over 
$100,000 originally, with the 
figure coming down to $72,000 
before being submitted to arbi- 
trations. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin reported this week that 
following the arbitration sessions 
during which TownC ouncel Fred- 
ric S. O’Brien appeared for the 
town, the arbitrators had ruled 
that the town was responsible 
for costs of $8,143.96. 

The arbitrators rejected some 
of the town’s claims against the 
contractor, among them $6,600 
which was the penalty clause for 


not completing the building on - 


time, $100 per day for 66 days. 

Major items rejected by the 
arbitrators in their claim 
against the town was $46,800 for 
subsoil conditions. The contrac- 
tor claimed the cost was due to 
imperfections inthe plans as pre- 
sented, 

Of the claims submitted against 
the town, officials felt that only 
$1,781.69 was due. 

Following review of the claims 
of both the contractor and the 
town, the arbitrators reduced the 
original claim of the contractor 
to $7,977.18. There was an in- 
crease in one claim dealing with 
adjustment of roof pitch of 
$166.78, bringing the total cost 
up to the adjusted figure. 

Town Manager Austin in his 
report on the settlement of the 
case reported: 

In addition to the awards for 
extras, the Arbitrators required 
the Town to pay interest on the 
$8,143.96 worth of extras from 
July 30, 1971, the date of the 
filing of the claim withtheA meri-

Town also had to pay the con- 
tractor_interest on $46,024.63 
from November 13, 1970, sixty 
days after the building was ac- 
cepted by the Town as substan- 
tially completed. This $46,024.63 
figure is the amount that was due 
the contractor under the contract 
on November 13, 1970 less the 
amount the Town was justified in 
withholding by reason of the punch 
list and liens placed by the sub- 
contractors against the money 
due the contractor. 

The Arbitrators authorizedthe 
Town to hold an amount not to 
exceed $10,000 pending comple- 
tion of a four item punch list. 

The Arbitrators in their deci- 
sion clarified the procedure for 
the Town to follow in paying the 
sub-contractors who had filed 
requests for direct payment and 
resolved a dispute between the 


Richardson Electric Co., Inc. 


and D,. Guschov Co., Inc. which 
indirectly involved the Town, 

The contractor by the avenue 
of arbitration received $6,362.27 
($8,143.96 less $1,781.69) more 
in extras from the Town than its 
officials were willing to concede. 

The Town in defending itself 
in arbitration was able to con- 
vince the Arbitrators that the 
extras claimed by the contractor 
in the amount of $64,314.76 were 
improper. This favorable reso- 
lution of the impasse over the 
settlement of the contract was 
not without cost. Interest on the 
monies withheld by the Town 
pending resolution of the dispute 
and on the extras allowed by the 
Arbitrators in the amount of 
$6,062.35 was paidthe contractor 
as directed by the Arbitrators. 
The Town Treasurer, however, 
had the use of the money with- 
held during the dispute. 

Other costs totaling $11,716.83 
included such expenses as legal, 
expert witnesses, 50% of the cost 
of the transcripts of the five all 
day hearings and 50% ofthe com- 
pensation for the Arbitrators,
